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DETAILED ACTION 
Notice to Applicant 

1. This communication is responsive to the amendment filed 10/18/2006. Claims 1- 
33 are pending and have been allowed. Claims 1, 3, 1 1 are amended; claims 2, 4-10 
and 12 are original; claims 13-18 are previously presented; claims 19-33 are new. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claim 1 is directed to an integrated emergency medical transportation database 
system having a billing modifier module, the system comprising: 

a medical emergency database configured to store at least clinical encounter 
information and transport information, wherein the transport information is 
associated with the clinical encounter information by at least including a location 
of a patient medical emergency; 

and 

a billing modifier module configured to access the clinical encounter location 
stored in the medical emergency database and configured to compare the clinical 
encounter location to a list of geographic areas and further configured so that the 
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result of the comparison is used to determine at least one billing modifier to be 
applied to the medical charges associated with the medical emergency. 

The prior art of record teaches a medical emergency database in a properly 
motivated combination with a billing modifier module. The prior art fails to teach or 
suggest a comparison of a clinical encounter location to a list of geographic areas so 
that the result of the comparison is used to determine a billing modifier to be applied to 
the medical charges associated with the medical emergency. 

The closest prior art of record. Sullivan (US PG Pub# 2003/0093320), teaches a 
system for sales transaction compliance which compares a geographical location code 
of a buyer or seller to a database of taxing jurisdiction codes to determine the 
appropriate sales tax for the transaction, i.e. it uses a comparison of a location to a list 
of geographic areas to produce a billing modifier (sales tax) which is applied to the 
charges of the sale. However, Sullivan fails to suggest why one of ordinary skill in the 
art would combine a sales tax system to an emergency medical transport billing system, 
since sales taxes do not apply to the latter scenario. 

3. Claim 1 1 is the corresponding method claim to system claim 1 , thus the reasons 
for allowance for claim 1 1 are the same as provided for claim 11. 
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4. Claim 33 recites an "enhancement factor", i.e. a type of "billing modifier" recited 
in claims 1 and 11, and is thus allowed for the same reasons as provided above for 
those claims. 

5. The remaining claims depend from either claim 1 or 1 1 , and are thus allowed for 
the same reasons provided above for those claims.
